he may name and by other ways 
he makes his monopoly profitable, 

Some unfortunates are paying as 

much as 50 cents a catty if they 

are able to secure the meat dyring 
such limited hours of sale, 

It is difficult to say why the 
Municipal Council does not abolish 
this monopoly system, as there js 
No such meat monopoly in any city 
in the Far East. If the Council 
Permits the sale of beef like that of 

' pork which is without monopoly I 
am sure the public will be able to 
buy as much beef as they want at 
current market prices, 

Whenever a beef monopolist js 
unable to carry out his contract 
there will be no beef for sale for 
several diys. During the period 
when the monopolist gives up the 
sale of beef is free to all--butchtrs; 
‘No butchers, however, will under- 
take such short period sale because 
the Council eventually invites ten- 
der for another monopolist,
